Ski-ing, skating, snowshoeing, tobogganing, and sleighing, to mention but a 
few of the sports, all bring forth their admirers, and exert their magnetic influence on tourist and 
native alike. 

The view from Mount Royal is indeed one of interest and beauty. The St. Lawrence, alive 
with shipping in the summer, now a silent but majestic field of ice, lies at our feet, and all around
